Truth Being Masked? 

Reports from the hospital that the 
bulletins from the . mayor's . bedside 
were masking the whole truth were 
wigiely current this afternoon and tvé- 
ning with considerable pasis for cre- 
dence beneath them. 

The assertion was credited to Robert 
Adamson, the mayor’s secretary, that 
the mayor's condition today was fully 
as serious as at any time since he was 
shot eight days ago.

The announcement that 
Governor Brown would spend an hour 
at headquarters in the morning 
brought a tremendous crush between 
the hours of 10 and 11 o'clock.

TL aiton county will be won 
again thie year for Brown is estab- 
lished beyond all reasonable doubt, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Man- 
ager W. O. Stamps. In regard to the 
outlook in this county and the claims 
made by the Hoke Smith adherents 
that Smith would carry Fulton by 2,500 
majority, he made the following pre- 
diction: 

“That Brown's majority in Fulton 
would be larger this year, in proportion 
to the vote cast, than At was two 
years ago.

Says Fulton Is Solid. 

In a.~formal statement he said the 
officers of the Fulton County Hoke 
Smith Club had not watched the cam- 
paig =closely as he had during the 
past r weeks, or they would not 
have made the claim of 2,500 majority.

To Lay Siege to Chatham. 

Former Governor Smith will lay siege 
to Chatham county on Saturday night 
and endeayor to convert the ‘county, 
which prided itself on being the ban-~ 
ner Brown county two years ago, to 
his candidacy and the support of “pro- 
gressive democracy.” 

Mr. Smith will leave the city this 
afternoon for Columbus, and after 
speaking there tonight will swing 
across the southern portion of the 
state. He will speak next Saturday 
morning at Statesboro, and will return 
to Savannah that day, speaking in Sa- 
vannah Saturday night. 

He will close the campaign with a 
speech at Lawrenceville, Gwinnett 
county, next Monday, the eve of the 
primary. 

Mr. Smith will remain in Columbus 
tonight only an hour and a half. He 
will arrive at 8:20 over the Southern, 
and will leave at 9:55 for Valdosta, 
spending the morning hours of Friday 
there. He will arrive in Savannah at 
midnight on Friday night, and. leave 
there on an early train Saturday for 
Statesboro. 

It was stated at headquarters on 
Wednesday that the former governor 
and his campaign managers were not 
convineed that Chatham was hopeless- 
ly lost, and that Mr. Smith proposed 
Lo try the efficacy of a visit and a 
speech to the citizens of Chatham in 
the effort to transfer the county to 
the Smith column. 


Reception at Headquarters. 


A voiceful reception was given to 
former Governor Smith when he vis- 
ited his headquarters on Wednesday 
morning after his trip to Augusta. 
His talk to those gathered in the large 
room was listened to with close atten- 
tion, and approval was; vociferously 
expressed. 

Mr. Smith asserted that he felt con- 
fident his election was assured. 
‘Il am more confident today 
was a week before the election in 
1906," he said. “I will carry every 
county 1 carried two years ago, with

B. M. Blackburn addressed an open 
letter to Hon. Hoke Smith on yester- 
day in regard to the alleged delays in 
sending out commissions to state offi- 
cials. 

Mr. Blackburn is the executive sec- 
retary in the governor's office, charged 
with the duty of sending out commis- 
Sions. In reply ta-charges of delay and 
inattention in. his office, he says the 


administration of Governor Smith was 
more blamable in this regard than that 
of Governor Brown. 

Mr, Blackburn’s Reply. 

The letter in full follows: 

Hon. Hoke Smith, City.—Dear Sir: 
Since you and The Atlanta Journal 
have made ag the issue in the present 
campaign the failure of Governor 
Brown to furnish commissions to cer- 
tain notaries public and other officers, 
and since my name has been mention- 
ed as the party initially at ult in this 
dereliction, I deem it prov to advise 
you and the people. of rgia that 
your administration was even more 
blamable in-this and other respects 
than has been the administration of 
Governor Brown. 

y way of sustaining this statement, 
I present the following examples: 

During the last few,days ofthe re- 
cent session of the  legislature™ the 
representative of Heard county brought 
me a letter from the ordinary com- 
plaining that he had not recefved cer- 
tain cémmissions for notary public. He 
recited that Mr. R. B. Huff was ap- 
pointed for the 1657th district at the 
September term, 1908, and again at the 
March term, 1909, and sti} he had 
never received his commission. This 
was under Governor Smith’s admin- 
istration, and I mailed him a new com- 
mission, after two years’ waiting, sign- 
ed by Governor Brown. ‘. 


Commissions Issued Late. 


The superior court of Appling county 
was held in. September, 1908, and 
Judges G. W. Livingston and W. J. 
Madders were recommended. Those 
gentlemen did not get their commis- 
sions until November. 

The superior court of Berrien county 
in its March sessica, 1908, recommend- 
ed Judge George P. Griffin, who was 
not commissioner until May. 

The superior court of Ben Hill coun- 
ty atgits October term, 1908, named 
Judge A. Dorminy, and his commis- 
ston was not issued until December. 

The superior court of Dodge county 
vonvened in September, 1908, and rcec- 
ommended Judges C. M. Thompson and 
W. .. Coleman. These commissions 
were not issued until June 25, 1909, or 
nine months after the grafid jury 
recommendation, 

In Miller county, Judge J. K. Ritchie 
was recommended in October,/1907, and 
commissioned February 5; 1908. In the 
same county, Judge L. A. Ree was 
recommended in April, 1908, but tas 
hot commissioned until June 25. 

So much for notaries public. Now: 
if delays and omissions in such cases 
are so serious, what have you to say 
to your failure to cornmission the fol- 
lowing judges and solicitors of city 
courts who were elected while you 
were in office, and whose names were 
certified to you in October, 1908, and 
who had to be commissioned by Gov- 
ernor Brown from one year Yo fifteen 
months later? This was not a\mistake 
of your secretary—but it is chakgeable 
directly to you—-for your secretary ad- 
vised me of these left-over commis-

The board of health and sanitary 
committee were forced to take this 
action, as the man who owned the east 
side dumping ground refusdd to allow 
his land to be longer used— gh- 
bors Laving made a strong protest. 

The members of the board of health 
Say that the city is up against a hard 
proposition, both as to dumping 
grounds and a new erematory. They 
say that Atlanta has met a crisis in her 
Sanitary affairs with no money to 
overcome it. 

It is said that the city has reached 
a time when a new system of dispos- 
ing of garbage must be inaugurated 
and that such a system will cost not 
less than half a million dollars. Just 
| now the only available money is $50,- 
000 of bond money voted for a new 
beige eiaagicl No aite has been found 
for the crematory, and the people are 
erying out againet the dumping 
grounds and begging for the abate- 
ment of nuisances. 

Chief Jen?zen says he has been warn- 
ing the city*for years about what was 
coming.

Letters ‘From All Parts 
of State Indorse It. 


Brooks County Board of Trade 
Ready to Support Movement. 
Citizens of Gwinnett and Ben 


Hill Counties Give Strong In- 


dorsement to Project. 


It is doubtful if ever before in the 
history of the state has any sugges- 
tion received such universal and en- 
thusiastic indorsement as has been ac- 
corded the plan to hold a land owners’ 
exposition in Atlanta this fall. 

From every section of the state let- 
ters adding indorsement to indorse- 
ment are being received. The best 
business men from Rabun Gap to Tybee 
Light have been quick to see the great 
possibilities in The Constitution’s plan 
and are daily becoming more and jymore 
interested as it becomes certain that 
the, exposition will be held. 

Nor is the enthusiasm confined to in- 
dividuals. Boards of trade, chambers 
nd other commercial or- 
ganizations are beginning to take up 
the matter, while the press is going on 
record as unanimously indorsing the 
project. 

Quitman Citizens Enthusiastic. 

In a letter to The Constitution, H. L. 
Young, president of the Quitman Board 
of Trade, expesses his enthusiasm over 
proposed exposition and promises 
for his organization hearty support.

“Your editorial ‘Why Not a Land 


Show for Georgia?’ has been carefully |

“We believe this, Brooks county, one 
of the best in our state, the farmers 
more progressive, still we have thou- 
sands of acres of land that are untilled 
and lying in waste for the want of 
more good farmers. 

“The lands are comparatively cheap, 
yes, very cheap, and we believe that if 
it was known to those that need and 
want good farms that every foot of it 
would be under cultivation within the 
next five years. 

“Push the ‘land show’ and you will 
have omr hearty cooperation.” 

Ben Hill County in Line. 

From. Ben Hill county come words of 
approval and promises of support, 
vouchsafed by some of the county’s 
most prominent citizens. Drew W. 
Paulk, mayor of Fitzgerald, says: 

“The movement set on foot by you to 
hold a ‘land owners’ exposition’ cer- 
tainly will meet with the approval of 
the people of this séction. South Geor- 
gia, particularly. Ben Hill county, has 
some of the best farming lands in the 
state awaiting development. 

“You can count on Fitzgerald being 
represented if the proposition mate- 
rializes.”’ 

Wesley Walker, one of Ben Hill 
county’s commissioners, expresses him- 
self as follows: 


“I do not know of anything that 


“vould help the land owners of Georgia 


to develop their wild lands and bring 
in new settlers more than an exposi- 
tion. of the kind you contemplate.

in the city everybody is getting a full 
ton of coal, full weight and measures 
of groceries and provender, and last, 
but not least, an ice box with a full 
weight. of ice. 

While Inspector Buchanan has made 
only a few cases for violations of the 
weight laws, yet the very fact, it is 
said, of his being “on the job” has 
caused some dealers to “smoke up,” to 
use a very apropos slang. 

Two More Cases Tried. 

In the police court Tuesday after- 
noon, Inspector Buchanan appeared 
against two dealers for giving short 
weight in ice. The defendants were 


Ike Cohen and Charles Freeman, who 
run several retail ice wagons in the 
city on the south side. Acting Record- 
er Everett entered fines of $5.75 in 
each case and told the defendants that 
the next time the penalty would be 
much heavier. 

Inspector Buchanan has so far made 
about fifteen cases against ice and coal 
men, and in every instance fines have 
been imposed. One coal company was 
fined $50.75. 

Found Coal Weights Short. 

He says that he at first found coal 
men short between 200 and _ 1,000 
pounds. Under the law, he has‘to notify 
the dealers of short scales before a 
case can be made. 

He cadght one negro, Itmac Steele, 
who was delivering ice for a company 
for tickets, and the negro gave under- 
weight to regular customers and then 


This has caused the ice companies to 
help the inspector to enforce the law. 

Inspector Buchanan has inspected all 
the scales in the city of caal and ice 
companies, grain and produce dealers 
and retail merchants.“ He has con- 
demned a number of scales, some of 
which have been removed and some re- 
patred. 

In a number of cases, he says, care- 
lessness has as much to do with short- 
age as any attempt to defraud, yet the 
custemers suffered. 

"Mr. Buchanan says he has recently 
found coal wagons with overweight. 
He has the right to stop any coal 
wagon on the street and weigh the 
coal. He will make a report to the 
mayor ‘today, in which he will state 
that he has weighedgup to date 66,335 
pounds of coal, an has found 200 
pounds of overweight and 5620 pounds 
of underweight, which shows that 


ing full weight. 

Mr. Buchanan is datly receiving let- 
ters from citizens in which they say 
that they are now getting more ice 
than ever before, and that since he be- 
gan his work the ice men afe giving 
full weight. __ 

May Turn Up Anywhere, 

The inspector has a horse and buggy, 
and goes about over the city every day. 
He is liable to turn’up anywhere at 
any time to either weigh a wagon load 
of coal or a piece of ice, or to inspect 
a pair of scales. He asks the citizens 
to let him know if they have any rea- 
son to susrnect that they are not get- 
ting full weight. 

The inspector is simply “on the 
job,” and the people are being great- 
ly benefited.

FOOTBALL RULES 
UIVEN TU PUBLIC 


New York, August 17.—After labor lasting 
nearly all summer, the football rules commit- 
tee today made public the rules which are to 
govern the game during the season of 1910. 

Changes adopted are revolutionary in cher- 
acter and calculated to minimize greatly the 
danger of fatal accidents existing under the old 
rules. 


FOUR TIME PERIODS. 

For one thing the time of play is divided into 
four periods of 15 minutes’ duration, instead 
of the traditional two halves of 85 minutes each. 
The usual intermission ef 15 minutes is main- 
tained between the second and third period, but 
an intermission of three minutes only ig allow- 
ed between the first and second and third and 
fourth periods. During this short intermission 
no player will be allowed to leave the field nor 
will anyone be permitted tea come on the field 
save only the individual who looks after the 
physical condition of the players. : 

At the beginning of the second and fourth 
veriods the teams change goals, but the down, 
the relative spot on the down, possession of 
the ball and the distance to be gained remain 
as they were at the conclusion of the preceding 
period of play. : 


FLYING TACKLE GONE. 


Another radical change is that governing the 
flying tackle. This has been entirely eliminat- 
ed by a new ruling which provides that a player 
must have one foot at least on the ground when 
tackling am opponent. The new legislation gov- 
erning the forward pass, which a number of 
the experts were inclined to abolish altogether, 
will materially alter the play and aspect of 
the game. \ 

This year’s rules provide that a player is only 
qualified to. receive a forward pass who is at 
least one yard back of his own line of scrim- 

age or occupies the position on the end of said 
ine. No man may make a forward pass or kick 
the ball unless he is 5 yards back of the line 
of scrjmmage. : 

The territory forward of the line of scrimmage, 
and consequently in the enemy’s camp, is ad- 
judged neutral for a distance of 20 yards pending 
the completion of a forward pass or kick. A 
forward pass is not legal if the ball crosses a 
line 20 yards in advance of the spot where it 
was put in play before touching the ground or 
a player.

The Statute Went Into 
Effect Last Midnight. 


Telegraph and Telephone Com- 
panies Are Under the Law 
and All Franks Are Barred.

Washington, August. 17.—At mid- 
night tonight the new railroad law 
became effective. Immediately upon 
the passage of the act sixty days ago, 
sections of the law relating to the sus- 
pension of rates went into effect.

It is not the intention of the com- 
mission to take formal notice of the 
effectiveness of the law by issifance 
now or at any future time of a formal 
statement concerning its provisions. 
All of them are assumed by the com- 
mission to be well understood. 

Conference Is Held. 

A conference was held by the com- 
mission with representatives of the 
telegraph and telephone companies 
concerning the law as it applies to 
them. The cdmpanies expressed a de- 
sire to do ail jin their power to facili- 
tate the work of the commission, so 
far as it might relate to them. 

Hereafter, of course, as common car- 
riers under the law, the telegraph and 
telephone companies will have to file 
reports with the commission concern- 
ing their business, just as the railroads 
now do. The officers were informed 
also that today the franks for mes- 
Sages could legally be issued except 
as governed by the anti-pass provision 
of the Hepburn act. 

All Franks Barred. 

After today, therefore, the issuance 
and use of telegraph and telephone 
franks are *#arred by the statute. 

The long and short haul provision of 
the recently enacted law. while it »be- 
comes effective at once, actually will! 
not be operative for six months, as 
that time is allowed for the carriers 
to adjust with the commission their 
tariffs with respect to that provision. 

No announcement yet has been made 
by President Taft of appointments to 
the commerce court or to the commis- 
sion to make investigations under the 
new law. It is scarcely likely that the 
coinmerce court will be in operation 
before some time early in the coming 
year,
